Explanation of Water Restriction in Nonhuman Primates as per the Principal Investigator 
Directing the Study and as Approved bv the IACUC: 

• * 

Water restriction is vital to our experimental model. Our behavioral paradigm requires that 
animals make 500-1500 individual responses each day and other types of behavioral motivation 
(food restriction, food rewards) do not elicit this level of response. 

Animals will not be restricted below 90% of their baseline weight. Supplemental water will be 
provided in the event that this maximum weight reduction is exceeded. In fact, we normally do 
not need to reach this limit and we have never had to maintain an animal at this limit for a 
prolonged period. We have trained approximately 40 animals over the last 10 years using these 
procedures and have only had 5 animals require this degree of restriction. If needed, it is usually 
only during the initial training period which routinely lasts about one week. After initial 
training, the vast majority of animals can be kept motivated with a restriction schedule that 
produces very minimal decreases from baseline weight. 

The water restriction schedule is implemented for the 5 working days of each week (M-F). The 
animals are provided ad lib water after testing on Friday and until they are returned to the 
restriction schedule on Sunday evening. The animal’s weight is measured on each restriction 
day and recorded on a graph that is kept in the laboratory. 

Aside from the weight monitoring, the normal activity /behavior is monitored daily by the 
Laboratory Animal Resources staff and/or the investigator or research technician. If there are 
any behavioral changes or changes in food consumption, the animal will immediately be 
assessed for decreased hydration status as well as any other abnormalities. Any changes in 
performance during testing sessions will also be investigated in a similar manner.

Exemption To The Animal Welfare Act 
Non-human Primate Cage Cleaning 

The combination of the size and weight of the monkey cage units in the Weiskotten Hall 
primate room, and the difficulty in maneuvering the racks into the retrofitted rack 
washers create a potential safety hazard for employees. Removing these racks from the 
room with minimal door clearances, into the narrow corridor space, and up the incline 
to the rack washers is extremely difficult, even though the unused caging from these 
racks has been removed when possible to reduce the rolling weight. Due to these 
difficulties, primate caging is washed at one month instead of two week intervals. The 
cage bottoms and pans are washed twice daily.

Nonhuman primates (Cebus or Macaques) which are injected with viral tracers are 
individually housed following surgery in isolation room in University Hospital. 

During the 3-5 day survival period, to minimize the generation of aerosols in the room, 
the cage, pan and room are not washed down on a normal schedule. If there is 
significant accumulation, the pan is scraped without hosing.

Aniznal weights are 
monitored for two weeks during the injection period and for the following two weeks to note any 
weight loss or food consumption changes. Clinical observations are made regarding behavioral 
changes or tissue changes at injection site, two after final injection animals are euthanized. 
(Actual study time = 25 days). 

5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. 
Justification 


Toxicity studies are requirements for FDA approval for the administration of newly developed 
drugs in humans. The purpose of the studies is to elicit potential toxic effects of candidate 
drugs which will ultimately be used in humans. Both production of toxicity and relative 
reversibility of those signs need to be demonstrated and observed. If adverse events occur it is 
necessary not to interfere as recovery is often possible. This is critical in the testing of new 
drugs to estimate the permanence or reversibility of adverse effects. In seriously affected 
animals, death usually occurs within minutes of dosing, thus limiting the period of discomfort. 
Two species have been selected (rabbits and rats), since they usually respond at different dose 
levels and can elicit different effects than the other and allows for the maximum information 
with a minimum number of animals used. This provides added assurance of picking up 
possible drug side effects which could result upon the administration of the drug in humans.

of these experiments included pathogenesis studies, genetic analyses, bioassays and production 
of high titer material for biochemical analyses. In some of these studies, particularly the 
bioassays and production of high titer material, animals stay until clinical disease is established 
with certainty. The human counterparts of scrapie include Creutzfeldt- Jakob disease and 
Gerstmann-Straussler syndrome. These diseases are characterized by dementia and ataxia. 
There is no indication that pain or stress is associated with the clinical symptoms. 


We require animals for scrapie work because there is no other way to bioassay for scrapie 
infectivity and because the yields from tissue culture systems are too low to provide sufficient 
material for biochemical or molecular biological studies. Furthermore, except for a few studies 
on neurotransmitters, tissue culture systems cannot be used for pathogenesis or genetic studies or 
for the production of large quantities of infectious agent. For this reason we require the use of 
laboratory animals. 


The incubation period in scrapie and associated diseases is long, with most of the period 
asymptomatic. In our studies we assess the health status of animals on a weekly basis from 
approximately 60% through the incubation period to the conclusion of the experiment. In 
bioassays, most genetic studies and production of high titer material we must be certain that 
animals are positive for disease. We establish positivity by observing two consecutive positive 
scores for hamsters. Animals are euthanized within a few days of the final positive score. This 
ensures that the only demonstrable clinical changes are ataxia, inactivity, and in some cases, 
somnolence.

There are 
similar requirements prior to clinical trials of animal health products in food animals and companion animals. On 
occasion, the proprietary compounds cause unexpected pain or distress which can not be foreseen, but which is 
nevertheless considered during the LACUC's review/approval process. Frequently, the use of pain relieving drugs 
is not scientifically appropriate in product safety assessment. These studies are designed in accordance with the 
safety testing guidelines described in the following publications: the Code of Federal Regulations (CFR, 1988), Title 
16, Subchapter C [Federal Hazardous Substances Act (FHSA) Regulations], Part 1500 (Hazardous Substances and 
Articles: Administration and Enforcement Regulations); and the Code of Federal Regulations (CFR, 1992), Title 49, 
Parts 173.136 (Test for Corrosive Materials) and 173.132 (Test for Toxicity by Skin Absorption) for the testing of 
materials according to the Department of Transportation (DOT) regulations; the Code of Federal Regulations 
(CFR, 1995), Title 21, Chapter I, Part 58 (Good Laboratory Practices for Nonclinical Laboratory Studies). There are 
also occasions when pain relieving drugs cannot be used in drug discovery studies. In the following cases, pain 
relieving drugs were not used because they would have adversely affected the scientific validity of the study. Any 
incident of pain or distress was limited in duration to that scientifically necessary. The numbers provided below 
reflect animals that experienced unrelieved pain and/or distress and were identified in the ACUP exceptions 
described in Attachment 1. Also identified below with *, are animals that experienced pain/distress due to an 
unexpected compound or procedure reaction.
